In the High Altitudes of Northern California 


The story of the building of a herd of pure bred registered Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle in the mountain fastnesses of northeastern 
California is interesting. Over in the famous Surprise Valley in 
Modoc county next the Warner mountain range is a ranch located 
at 4800 feet above sea level, surrounded by ranges and peaks reach- 
ing to an elevation of 10,000 feet. In this beautifully located spot 
where the winter temperatures seldom drop much below zero we 
find an ideal setting for the production of strictly high class cattle. 
In addition we find a man, Mr. F. E. Bush, enthusiastic cattleman, 
for many years operating with grade cattle on these open ranges, 
but now interested in growing something better. In fact he is en- 
thusiastic about developing one of the really good strong breeding 
herds on the West coast. ; 

“J handle my pure breds just as I did my grades” said Mr. 
Bush, “except of course that I can not allow them to run at large 
on account of the danger of 
crossing with other cattle 
that might inhabit the -—-—- ae 
range.” In spite of the fact 
that the Bush cattle are con- 
fined to pastures they are 
grown without shelter other 
than what is supplied by the 
few clumps of low willows on 
the sunny side of the slopes 
and in the draws. Here the 
Bonnie Blacks are born, live 
and thrive no matter if 
the thermometer occasionally 
drops to five or even ten be- 
low zero for a few days ata 
time. 

“My cattle have good al- 
falfa hay in the winter with- 
out concentrates of any kind 
unless we should be a little 
short of hay when we might 
feed a little barley or cotton- 
seed cake. I have not yet 
fed the pure breds either of 
these feeds as I have had 
plenty of hay.” Mr. Bush 
says this year has been a 
very trying one and that 
many of the stockmen will be 
short of winter feed and will have to feed some cottonseed cake. In 

fact many have already made provision for the coming winter. 

Mr. Bush says “I find my cows develop well from young heif- 
ers on this hay and the summer pasture and are most always fat. 
I have raised some calves from the two year old heifers and they 
nave been good but I have an idea that the cows will be somewhat 
better developed if they do not calve until they are from thirty 
— up. I try to have as many valves come along in March and 

sand as ae for they are then coming along well when winter and 
ing time comes. 

“Last spring I weighed eleven heifers at an average of about 
eleven months or less which had only alfalfa hay during the win- 
ter, fed in the field, their average was 576 pounds. This spring I

weighed eight bull calves running about the same age and their 
average was 603 pounds. None of these had ever had any grain, 
nothing but good quality alfalfa hay. 

“There is something about these cattle that one becomes at- 
tached to if he handles them, besides their beef and early maturing 
and money making qualities. They seem to have a ‘personality’ or 
I might say the ‘IT.’ Perhaps some older breeder would have a 
better term for this attraction. I just like them. 

“T have never pretended to show any of these cattle as that is 
a profession in which I have no experience and I have felt that it 
is rather a wealthy mans job.” Up to the present time Mr. Bush 
has been able to dispose of all of his young bulls, however he ex- 
presses some doubt as to the advisability of retaining too many 
of the young bulls, but rather declares that he intends to make 
bullocks out of most of them as he believes that this system will 

furnish a more remunerative 

plan. “In that way” he says 

_— a . “T believe they will pay bet- 

ter than any other breed 
here.” 

Thus concludes one of 
the successful newer breed- 
ers of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in the west. This herd was 
established through the se- 
lection of twenty-four head 
of high class breeding cows 
from the H. O. Harrison herd 
in 1926 which were mated to 
the Harrison bred bull, Har- 
rison Marshall 390671, sired 
by Boston Id a bull used very 
successfully by I. L. Jones in 
South Dakota, and out of a 
daughter of Jacquelin 245512. 
This bull was followed by 
Enlate of Modoc 409058 out 
of a Blackbird dam by Jewel- 
er and sired by Revolution 3d 
by Blackcap Revolution by 
Earl Marshall. The sire’s 
dam is a daughter of Black- 
cap Bryce by Glenfoil Thick- 
set 2d. Just now has been 
added the third bull, Revolu- 
tion of Page 21st by Glencarnock Revolution 6th the great Eline 
bred son of Blackcap Revolution sold by Hartley Stock Farms to 
Miller & Kemp of Iowa. The dam of this last bull is a member of 
the famous Eldorene tribe and is a daughter of Brookside Eclipser 
by Black Woodlawn and out of Elluna, thus tying into one package 
a wonderful combination of bloodlines supported by the world’s 
greatest breeders. 

In founding this splendid herd Mr. Bush selected from the H. 
O. Harrison herd twenty-four head of excellently bred females, 
comprising such outstanding families as the Zaras of Escher re- 
nown, Prides, Ericas, Blackbirds and Blackcaps of McHenry and 
other prominent breeding lines. From such a foundation and 
through the use of such good bulls success is assured.

From the Late William Watson’s 
“Scroll Books” 
By Robert C. M. Auld. 


[Note: These first paragraphs form the 
conclusion for the preceding article which 
was unavoidably cut short.] 


(9) In addition to all of which the late 
Mr. Garland of Cairnton, Kincardineshire, 
“always understood that Old Grannie was 
bred at Kilburn, or Keilburn,” there being 
places of the same name in Angusshire and 
Kincardineshire. Which statement was 
made in the columns of the North British 
Agriculturist, during the great “contro- 
versy.” 

(10) And it is evident, from Mr. Hugh 
Watson’s apparent normal antipathy to ev- 
erything connected with Mr. Ravenscroft’s 
work in compiling the first entries in the 
Herd Book—from whatever cause—as_ so 
forcibly impressed on us by William Wat- 
son, that Hugh Watson never put stroke of 
pen to any application form containing the 
meagre but apparently incorrect pedigree of 
Old Grannie provided by the editor. We 
might even infer that he never looked into 
the book at all. " ners 


Mr. Watson refers—as does Miss Watson 
—to the Queen’s ox and to the Smithfield 
heifer, reproduced in Youatt’s work on 
“Cattle.” In endeavoring to obtain infor- 
mation about the Smithfield heifer, I was 
disappointed in being unable to discover or 
obtain any contemporary reference, of 
which there must be some, somewhere (but 
I have since discovered particulars about an 
animal I take to have been her, in a volume 
of the Farmer’s Magazine, in London. 

The remarkable thing about the appear- 
ance of Hugh Watson at this show was the 
sudden elevation of the character of the 
Keillor cattle to such a standard, which has 
caused much comment, as indicated in Dr. 
Jamieson’s communication found in these 
“Scroll Books” (later on). Another thing 
is the fact that at this same show appeared 
the name of Charles McCombie of Tillyfour 
for the last time as supplying Lothian feed- 
ers with representatives of the Aberdeen- 
shire breed, which he had done at three 
previous shows; and that, at a former show, 
1823, one year before Old Grannie’s calving, 
a Polled Aberdeenshire ox was returned as 
champion over all breeds and ages—a vic- 
tory which William Watson elsewhere hail- 
ed as an “Angus” victory, thus quite ob- 
viously crediting the Angus with the first 
championship at the Highland at least 
which went to an Aberdeen ox. 

Dr. Ramsay quotes from “a contempor- 
ary” source that, “Great as was the admir- 
ation which was bestowed on Mr. Watson’s 
bull, a cow and pair of oxen, it created sur- 
prise that in such a county the shrinking 
from competition should be so complete.” 
This show was the first of the peripatetic 
system adopted by the Highland Society for 
its exhibitions started in 1822, from which 
date there were separate classes for Short- 
horns, Aberdeenshires and West Highland 


_ oxen, one for the Galloway, Fife and Angus 


combined in one class, and one for all 
breeds. The show of 1824, the year after 


the calving of Old Grannie, providing as 
just noted an Aberdeenshire doddied ox 
that was first against all breeds.

The Henry Stephens Letter—and Other 


ductive life of usefulness, retired in 1861, 
being tendered a dinner by his friends, a 
full report of which I preserve in my files. 
His death occurred at the Den of Kinnoull, 
a villa he had built for himself ten years 
previously, in his 78th year, proving that 
the wild oats he had sown in his callow 
days, according to Miss Watson’s sketch— 
like those of some others of us—had left no 
blighting effect upon his constitution. 
“The Henry Stephens Letter.” 

We had better now take up the Henry 
Stephens’ letter which William informs us 
was written to his sister. This letter, ad- 
dressed to Miss Rose Watson, informed her 
that “Your father received the nucleus of 
his herd in 1810 from your grandfather, 
William Watson, then of Bannantyne, par- 
ish of Newtyle, Forfarshire; and he in turn 
received the foundation of his herd from his 
father, also a William Watson, who farmed 
and bred Aberdeen-Angus doddies on a 
small scale at Cattie, in the parish of Ben- 
dochy, Perthshire, near Cupar-Angus (which 
was partly in both of these contiguous coun- 
ties); so the Keillor doddies have a very re- 
mote ancestry, probably tracing in an un- 
broken line to about 1735.” 

This letter is referred to in “On Polled 
Cattle,” 1882—but with no reference to 
Miss Watson’s account of the herd, and re- 
peated in the “History of Aberdeen-Angus 
Cattle” (1910) where the name of the farm 
is given as Cattie. I have searched as stat- 
ed and enquired diligently to discover some 
information about such a place as Cattie in 
Bendochy, but no one knows anything about 
it. Whether such a place ever existed— 
that is called “Cattie,” cannot therefore be 
said. It most likely was “Hill of Couttie” 
that was Watson’s place in Bendochy. 

The misfortune about Mr. Stephens’ let- 
ter is that it failed to state any specific 
date for the occupancy of Cattie by the 
William Watson referred to—which date 
must have been known to him, as much as 
the other information he conveyed; nor did 
it make any reference to the previous or 
other occupants of “Cattie.” The informa- 
tion provided by the present Laird of Isla- 
bank—descendant of the Playfairs of Cout- 
tie and of James Playfair, minister of Ben- 
dechy, throws no light on these Watsons, 
which is hard to understand, and the efforts 
I have made to trace their forebears have 
been fruitless—as far as their lineage on 
“the male line” is concerned. Nor does 
Miss Watson enlighten us on her father’s 
paternal ancestry in Perthshire. 

I might give the following facts about 
Mr. Henry Stephens, who had been himself 
a farmer at Balmaidies, in Rescobie parish— 
where Cardinal Beaton had his residence— 
he had been an exhibitor at the Eastern 
Forfarshire show in 1827 of Shorthorns. 
Presumably he was not a native of the 
shire, but in his brief sojourn there—in it is 
stated “he reformed the system of feeding” 
and must have been fully cognizant of all 
the improvement going on. He had begun 
on the Angus but abandoned the pure 
bred for crossing with Shorthorns as 
Mr. Dickson informs us. After ten years 
farming in Forfarshire he relinquished his 
agricultural career, went to Edinburgh and 


became editor of the Quarterly 
Agriculture (in which Miss Watson’

“Sketch of the Life of Hugh ”

This “one of his daughters” was Miss 
Rose Watson, and her sketch originally a 
peared in the Quarterly Journal of haan 
ture, 1864-5, of which Henry Stephens con. 
tributor of the letter referring to the Wat- 
son family as breeders was editor and later 
reprinted in the Fifeshire Journal office 
Cupar (Fifeshire), and on the last page dat. 
ed 1865 (?). We find this pamphlet insert. 
ed in this first “Scroll Book,” without any 
comments by William. A solitary allusion 
to the “Sketch,” however, appeared in Pro- 
fessor C. S. Plumb’s great work on the 
“Breeds of Live Stock,” which directed my 
attention to it first, and I obtained from 
him the first information in regard to it, he 
sending me a copy of the volume in which 
it had appeared—which I later found was in 
the Public library of the City of New York. 
It was in regard to the statement made by 
Professor Plumb as to the date of the start- 
ing of the Keillor herd that made me desir- 
ous of examining this “Sketch,” for the Pro- 
fessor quoted Miss Rose Watson’s date of 
that event differently from that given by 
William, twenty years after the appearance 
of Miss Watson’s Sketch. 

I need only refer to the passage particu- 
larly dealing with the beginning of the 
operations at Keillor, and here Miss Watson 
states that at the age of 18 her father was 
installed as tenant of Keillor, but that “he 
did not immediately begin the work of im- 


provement,” though he had received six | 


polled cattle from his father, to help stock 
his farm. He was, says Miss Watson “less 
interested in them than in horses” his ac- 
quaintance with the gay bloods of the time, 
including Captain Barclay, Lord Panmure 
and Lord Kintore like whom, Miss Watson 
wrote, he had a certain measure of wild oats 
to sow ere he set himself about the cultiva- 
tion of crops; so for the first few years of 
his tenancy, his figure was perhaps more 
familiar at the coverside or on the race- 
course than at the kirk or market.” 

“It was, I believe,” wrote Miss Watson, 
“about the year 1815 or 1918 that Hugh 
Watson began to turn his attention to the 
improvement of the breed. Long before 
this he had been successful as a breeder of 
horses, both half and thoroughbred; but 
having about this time been in England, and 
visited some of the most celebrated Short- 
horn herds in Yorkshire and elsewhere, t 
struck him that, taking some of their

On Tuesday Judge H. P. Rusk, of Ur- 
bana, Illinois, started looking over the 
breeding classes. Down in the big tent back 
of the hog barn can be found the commer- 
cial cattle exhibit and it should receive 
more attention than it does. This year the 
only Aberdeen-Angus in the show were 
three 5-head groups which placed first and 
third for Geo. A. Mauzy & Son, of Markle- 
ville, Indiana and second went to Paul Cald- 
well, of Connersville. These two men and 
Loren Slaughter should have the thanks of 
every Aberdeen-Angus man for upholding 
our breed in this commercial show. 

The Board gave a dinner for. Aberdeen- 
Angus men on Tuesday evening. Mr. C. C. 
Van Hoy who is president of the Indiana 
Aberdeen-Angus Association was chairman 
and talks were made by Prof. Rusk and 
Prof. C. F. Gobble, H. A. Thompson and 
Secretary Tomhave. Mr. Ainsworth intro- 
duced the 4-H club boys who showed Aber- 
deen-Angus and there were about 45 of 
them whose names all appear in the list of 
exhibitors. Mr. Ainsworth and Prof. Gob- 
ble and Pete Brown sure can handle boys 
and help them to do things in the right way.

The Miller Dispersion. 

Alfred T. Miller, of Marathon, Iowa, drew 
a bad day for his dispersion sale of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, which took place on 
Monday, September 21, 1931, when he sold 
a total of 42 lots. The long drouth had him 
broken, several heavy rains had fallen dur- 
ing the few days preceding the 21st. It 
rained all day Sunday and it poured most 
all day Monday. The Miller yards and lots, 
were aflood making it necessary to hasten 
a temporary sale ring in the barn where 
the cattle had been tied. Under these con- 
ditions, with little light and the probably 
150 men crowded into the small space it 
was difficult to show the cattle to advant- 
age, and still more difficult for the auction- 
eer to gather bids for at least half his audi- 
ence was “out of sight.” 

Under these trying conditions Mr. Miller 
was game and continued the sale until ev- 
ery animal was sold. It is doubtful wheth- 
er the animals attained much more than 
fifty or sixty per cent of the price war- 
ranted by their quality and condition. Those 
who ventured into the storm found that it 
pays to take advantage of every opportun- 
ity afforded at an auction. By the way 
there are a number of other sales listed and 
undoubtedly every one of them will have 
some bargains or experience a situation 
that will prove to the material advantage of 
the buyer. 

Col. Kraschel and assistants labored 
faithfully to gather what little cash the 
crowd was willing to part with under the 
circumstances.

Aberdeen-Angus in New Top. 

_ A new top of $11.50 per cwt. was estab- 
lished at the Seventh Weekly Auction of 
Club Calves, held at the Chicago Union 
Stock Yards under the auspices of the In- 
ternational Live Stock Exposition. This 
price was paid by Wilson & Company for 
the 980 pound Aberdeen-Angus fed by fif- 
teen-year-old Clarence Wolf of Oswego, 
Will County, Illinois, which was the two 
thousandth calf to pass through the ring 
this season. 

Clarence, who is a sophomore in the East 
Aurora High School, has been a member of 
the Northern Will County Baby Beef Club 
for four years. This club fed 35 calves this 
year, 33 of which sold in the same auction 
with Clarence’s calf. The calf which Clar- 
ence fed this year was purchased on the 
Chicago market early last November for 
$10.00 per cwt, and weighed 450 pounds, It 
was put on feed January 1st and fattened 
on a ration of shelled corn, ground oats, 
stock feed, and clover hay. 

This fall Clarence exhibited his calf at 
the Central States Exposition in Aurora, 
the county show at Joliet and the Wheat- 
land Plowing Match. At the latter show 
he was awarded the grand championship 
and the judge, E. I. Pilchard, Illinois State 
Club Leader, pronounced his calf one of the 
mellowest baby beeves he had handled this 
year. 

Edward Wilson, Vice-President of Wilson 
& Company, has been an active supporter of 
4-H Club work since its inception, his fath- 
er, Thomas E. Wilson, having served as 
Chairman of the National Committee on 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club Work for several 
years and annually gives a banquet to the 
farm boys and girls who attend the Nation- 
al Club Congress at Chicago during the In- 
ternational Live Stock Exposition. The calf 
was shipped to the Wilson plant in New 
York City for the discriminating Eas‘ern 
trade. 

Clarence has already made arrangements 
to purchase a new calf to be fed during the 
coming winter.

not so great, perhaps, in the quantity o 
their milk, but easily fed, and, as beef, rare- 
ly delicate, and much sought after at 
Smithfield when their merits become 
known.” The absorptions enumerated by 
Miss Watson of her father in these early 
days would have procluded his devoting 
himself to the breeding of any doddies. It 
will be seen, therefore, that Miss Watson’s 
account of her father’s operations is at var- 
iance with that given by William. 

It is still, however, with the character of 
the cattle coffed at Brechin, in the Panmure 
territory, that we are at all interested. And 
here William notes Mr. McCombie’s letter 
in reply to his in the North British Agricul- 
turist of 1876 in which this phase of the 
orign of the Keillor Doddies, from Brechin 
district, is taken up. Mr. McCombie re- 
marks that: “It would have been interest- 
ing to know if the ten heifers and bull Mr. 
Watson purchased at” Brechin were Aber- 
deen or Angus cattle. The probability is— 
and I think there is a strong presumption— 
that they were Aberdeens. Three-fourths of 
the cattle shown at Trinity Muir in those 
days and long after were from Aberdeen, 
Banff, and the north. If my assumption 
is correct the Keillor Doddies may trace 
their descent from Aberdeens.” William 
Watson found no way of reputing this 
statement of Mr. McCombie. 

A writer who is vouched for by the editor 
of and publisher of the Aberdeen-Angus Re- 
view, wrote in 1876, in regard to this letter 
of William Watson, “Strange that William 
Watson does not know of the great doddied 
breed of Buchan, Aberdeenshire—who has 
not seen the great doddied work-cattle of 
Buchan in Trinity Muir markets,” and the 
same writer points out the distinction be- 
tween the Eastern district of Forfarshire 
and the Western—that is, all the parishes 
that kiss Perthshire and those which adjoin, 
more immediately, the Grampian Hills. 
Eastern Forfarshire included Arbroath and 
Brechin parishes, thirty-eight of them, 
which established under the patronage of 
Lord Panmure (born 1771 and spared until 
1852) the Eastern Forfarshire Farming As- 
sociation, which held its shows at Glester- 
law, “a place of cattle fairs” in Kinnell 
parish. All this eastern and central district 
of the county was formerly embraced in 
the mearns, embodying all the coast par- 
ishes referred to by Mr. J. C. Lyell, as be- 
ing the home of the original polled breed 
therein, that is, the same breed as the Buch- 
an Humlies, that traced back to 1523, of 
record in the shire of Aberdeen. “If Lord 
Fanmure” continues the writer just quoted, 
had not been at work at the end of last 
century I doubt if Hugh Watson would have 
got ten heifers and a bull in Trinity Muir 
in 1808 worth beginning to breed from at 
Keillor, Of the Keillor doddies, few in the 
Eastern Districts if any had them—William 

Fullerton never had them—what became of 
them at the Highland Society’s show at 


Dundee in 1843? The Keillor improved 
were literally nowhere that great day—no- 
where against east Forfarshire, the good 
old blood of Angus. To say, that class 
first of the Polled is the Keillor Doddies 
—bah!”—(observe, I have been quoting 
an Angus commentator on William Wat- 
son.) And the great bull, “Panmure, called 
The Hubback of the Polls, heading the ani- 
mals of his own blood at Dundee, we see 
had not a drop of Angus blood in his veins 
—not even “good old Angus Humlie blood 


of Eastern Angus! Lord Panmure did real- 
ly and truly more for the polled breed of 
Angus than Hugh Watson ever had in his 
power to do, and he did it for 60 long years, 
exercising a great influence over his ten- 
antry in 13 parishes; each member of the 
Association he established having to show 
at Glesterlaw a certain number of animals 
at the autumnal shows, according to the 
acreage of his farm. What was the late 
worthy Hugh Watson’s exertions compared 
with that? Good enough as far as they 
went but not so great as to blot out the 
great exertions of the great wide district of 
Eastern Forfarshire.”

Spencer, lowa, Fair 


Iowa’s greatest county fair staged at 
Spencer, Clay county, drew a very strong 
attendance, throughout the week—Septem- 
ber 22d to 26th.

For the first time we saw 
the Lindgren herd of Paton, Iowa, and the 
Dell Wright herd, of Sanborn, Iowa, in ac- 
tion and they made it mighty interesting in 
many instances for the old timers—Chas. 
Shipton, of Green Mountain and Elliott 
Brown, of Rose Hill. 

Shipton captured the senior yearling bull 
class with a very good young bull, which 
lost the senior championship to Brown’s ag- 
ed bull Revolution 37th, who in turn lost 
the grand champion ticket to the junior 
champion bull also owned by Brown. 

There was a fine club show. The cham- 
pion Aberdeen-Angus was a good calf but 
not of the right type and makeup to com- 
pare with the grand champion Hereford.

Speaking for the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
may we suggest that whoever selects the 
Aberdeen-Angus calves for these boys and 
girls should exercise a little more care if it 
is expected that the blacks should get any- 
where in the championship contest. More 
than half of the fifty calves along the rail 
should never have been started. It must be 
disheartening to the youngsters to lead such
